ADAPTABILITY OF 


BARLEY IN LIVE 
STOCK FEEDING 


As a utility feed for live stock, the 
value of barley is generally accepted 
but its particular value in this respect 


.is_less fully appreciated. Barley, like 


corn, is a carbonaceous feed and, gen- 
erally speaking, it may successfully be 
used to replace corn in the rations. 
When fed alone it is open to criticism 


“because of its lack of palatability as 


compared with oats, corn or wheat; 
but when fed in grain mixtures this 
objection is negligible. It is rather 
heating in character, and because of 
this. must be fed with discretion to 
such classes of stock as idle work 
horses and pregnant brood sows, if 
used at all. 

When fed in an experimental way to 
work horses it was not consumed with 
the same relish as oats, nor did it 
possess as high a food value. The dif- 
ference in this latter respect was, 
however, comparatively slight. 

For the feeding of steers or beef 
cattle, barley has a high commercial 
value. In a test conducted at the 
Brandon Experimental Farm,.in which 
barley and frozen wheat were com- 
pared, the barley chop gave an aver- 
age daily gain per steer of 1 pound 13 
ounces, while the frozen wheat gave a 
gain of 1 pound 3 ounces. At the 
Indian Head Experimental Farm, in a 
test covering a period of 77 days, bar- 
ley was compared with elevator 
screenings. The barley-fed lot made 


- an average daily gain per steer of 


2.18 pounds while the screening-fed 
lot made a gain of 1.78 pounds. Barley 
also holds a prominent place in the 
meal ration of dairy cattle. 

The suitability of barley for bacon 
production has been repeatedly de- 
monstrated by the Dominion Experi- 
mental Farms, particularly for finish- 
ing. It is not a desirable feed for 
brood sows before farrowing or during 
the early part of the nursing period, 
but may be introduced into the sow’s 
ration after the pigs are a week or two 
of age. Because of its carbonaceous 
nature it should not be fed to newly- 
weaned pigs in any appreciable quan- 
tity, but find its chief use in the ra- 


_ tions of bacon hogs after they have 


attained the age of about three months. 
At this time it may safely be intro- 
duced and gradually increased until it 
comprises upwards of 60 or 60 per 
cent of the meal ration as the hog ap- 
proaches marketable weight. 

In comparison with corn for the 
feeding of market hogs it has given 
0.11 of a pound lower daily gain per 
hog and cost 0.26 of a cent more per 
pound of gain in feeding tests re- 
cently conducted at three Dominion 
Experimental Farms in Eastern Can- 
ada. The deductions drawn from these 
tests with swine were as follows: 1. 
That bacon hogs are capable of mak- 
ing slightly greater gains on corn. 2. 
That pound for pound, barley has a 
slightly lower feeding value than corn. 
3. That barley-fed hogs are more even- 
ly fleshed. 4. That barley-fed hogs 
give a superior quality of bacon. 65. 
That home-grown barley can be fed 
more economically than corn (gener- 
ally an imported feed). 

It might be well to emphasize the 
importance of using home-grown feeds 

“for economical production under pre- 
sent market conditions. Barley can be 
universally grown, is a_ relatively 
heavy yielder, and is particularly well 
suited for adding to the rations of 
cattle, sheep and swine where a car- 
bonaceous feed is required.

municipal office, and that the secre- 
tary receive subscriptions for same.”

FINED FOR RAISING 
CREAM GRADE 


(Alix Free Press) 

On Tuesday afternoon in Alix before 
Police Magistrate Jackson, of Cam- 
rose, the management of The Meadow 
Creamery was convicted of two  in- 
fringements of the Act and fined in 
the first instance $10 and costs and in 
the second $75 and costs, the third 
charge being dismissed. The three 
charges preferred by the Department 
of Agriculture, through their repre- 
sentative, Mr. Pearson, were as fol- 
lows:— 

1—"Ralsing the Grade” contrary to 
the Act. 

2—"Discriminating in Price” by rea—- 
son of raising the grade. 

38—"Statement issued not having the 
name of person to whom it was ‘con- 
signed.” 

The finding of the court was very 
unpopular for it was a case of a man 
doing the right thing by his cugstom- 
ers, as It was proven that Mr. Larsen 
had on various other occasions turned

The justice of the management’s 
change of grade in the second charge 
was further substantiated by the pro- 
secution’s witnesses, who stated that 
in the one case his cream could not 
have been other than special owing to 
climatic conditions and shipping three 
cans a week, while the other man said 
his cream was only fair. 

At the mass meeting of cream pro- 
ducers who convened immediately 
after the hearing of the charges dir- 
ected against the Meadow Creamery of 
Alix, the conclusions as_ given by 
Police Magistrate, L. R. Jackson, of 
Camrose, were thoroughly discussed 
and by resolution, which carried un- 
animously, the Magistrate was_ fully 
sustained in the judgment he render- 
ed. 

After a thorough discussion of the 
question insofar as the present system 
of cream grading and the general con- 
duct of the creamery business in this 
province is concerned, the following 
resolution, as submitted to the meet- 
ing by the Resolutions Committee, 
which was composed of Messrs. Rob- 
ertson, barrister, of Bashaw; Albert 
Scott, of Gadsby, and L. A. Siddons, of 
Alix, was read at the meeting and 
carried unanimously :— 

Resolution: — 

“At a mass meeting of cream pro- 
ducers held in Alix on the 22nd day of 
July, 1924, the following resolution 
was passed:— 


“This meeting of cream producers, 
assembled in Alix, after hearing the 
evidence produced in the trial of N. A. 
Larsen, of Meadow Creamery Com- 
pany, for infractions nf the Dairy Act 
relating to creameries, has come to 
the conclusion that the present Act 
puts too much power into the hands of 
graders who are too often men of little

and the grader, is worthy of greater 
weight. 

“After dealing with Mr. Larsen for 
a period of years, we are firmly con- 
vinced of his fairness and _ integrity, 
and consider that today’s proceedings, 
while no doubt legally correct, con- 
stitutue a grave miscarriage of true 
justice. 

“It is further resolved that a copy of 
this resolution be sent to the Premier 
of this Province and the Minister of 
Agriculture.”

BY-LAW 


The ratepayers ‘will be asked next 
(Monday to vote on a by-law to raise 
money to build a makeshift frame 
echool on the school grounds. 

Mr. Berry, a member of the School 
Board, takes the burden upon  him- 
self, and has written a lengthy letter 
to the press in favor of the scheme. 

fs letter is full of misleading 
statements which are apf to deceive 
and which we cannot allow to go 
unanswered. 

For instance, he says the fuel cost 
of the Parish Hall was $600. This is 
not correct. ‘Mr. Berry himself show: 
ed the editor of this paper the tfuel 
cost, which was only $507, nearly one 
hundred dollars less than his figures. 

He says the Board was unanimous 
in favor of the scheme. This is not 
correct. Trustee Broughton was op- 
posed. 

He says the rental was ong thous- 
and dollars for the Parish Hall, but 
failed to state the committee were 
willing to reduce the rental to five 
hundred dollars. 

He ffinds fault with the accommo- 
dation at the (Parish Hall, but the 
same thing applies to the suggested 
new building, which is only a make- 
shift, and will be discarded as soon 
as a real new school is built. 

But why go on? (Mr. Berry is a 
very small taxpayer of ‘Red Deer, and 
thanks the Lord for it, ‘but he is quite 
willing and anxious to increase the 
debenture debt iby about ten thousand 
dollars, and put this added burden on 
other shoulders. 

For the past twelve years the tax- 
payers of Red Meer thhave been strug: 
gling to get out of the quicksands of 
debt that have threatened to engulf 
them. Many have sweat blood in the 
struggle, while others have become 
weary and given wp in despair. This 
year for the first time the Commis: 
sioners have shown just the smallest 
glimmer of light in the darkness by a 
very small reduction in the taxes. 

No matter what Mr. Berry or any- 
body else says, if this by-law carries 
it will in@rease the bonded indebted- 
ness of the city fby about ten thous- 
and dollars, and if the heavy taxpay- 
ers, who have borne the burden for so 
Many years, allow this extra load to 
be placed on their shoulders, they will 
have only themselves to ‘blame. Tf 
the (by-law carries, and this make-

TEN YEARS AGO 


MT ie ten ydars ago tthis week since 
tthe storm of war broke over a world 
for the most part utterly unprepared 
for it and unsuspecting of its coming. 
The documents and books which have 
beem published since that dale prove 
Bbundantiy the failure of tthe leaders 
of ithe British Empire and of most 
other countries tto realize whalt was 
Biboud| tix happen. All. te thoughts 
and efforts of thie British Government 
had Daan directed towards peace. 
Som of ttheir great citizens amd offi- 
tciala lilkg Lord Roberts and’ ‘Lord 
Fisher had warmed them of the dam- 
Ber, but the warning had enither been 
disbelleved, or had been neglected be- 
qause olf ithe dnconvenience of recog- 
niziing its truth, and in the vague 
hope that it might in some way prove 
unfounded. Certain general measures 
of preparation ‘had beem taken, more 
or Tess unwillingly and half—heartiedly, 
but the commin altitude was that 
war was at the worst unlikely and at 
the ibest impossible. 

In Canada even more than in Great 
Britain the idda of war iwals trelaited 
as fantastic, the bogey of scare-mong- 
ers and armament firms. Hven men 
tiie ‘Mr. ‘Michael Clark, so brilliantly 
cleydr, and so finely paltriadtic, as he 
laiber om proved ‘himself to be, tailed 
whial{ the ‘hard evidence of facts sub- 
Slequently praved ito ba sheer non- 
genise afbout ttihla mienlaide af war. “Who 
talks of the Germam danger now?” 
said Sir Wilfrid Laurier at Ottawa in 
the naval debaltes: so short a time be- 
fore the actual outbredk if war, and 
the complacan| ignorance of his at- 
titude was a common anovgh one 
thmoughout [the Dominion. 

Mhen im tan days of saviftly deapen- 
ing anxiety the clouds of war gathered 
and broke. All but ‘the youngest 
amgngst ws must remember those 
first days—{ihe amazement, the ex- 
cijemienb, ‘the rush of men to enlist, 
their eagerness to join the first con- 
tirtzend Test thle war should ibe over 
biicra they. could reach the fronts. 

Next dame tthe first bad news—tho 
falt of Liege and Namur, ‘the retreat 
‘of whe Fromch and British, ithe balttle 
ai Mans so gloriously wnsuccessful, 
the apparently resistless advance of 
the Germans on Parly. The miracle of 


olght. 


hava wavered alt tthe prospect in 
spite of the deep-rooted belief in the 
justice of jour cause. We know niolw 
thow mear wa came ito disaster, by 
how small @ margin were we saved. 
In the ruin and misery of other na- 
‘tiond we may measure ithe extent of 
the mlercy tto us by tthe Lord of alt 
tles. For many of us it has changed 
the whole course of our lives. To 
some the war wals am opportunity for 
tthie exercise of qualities of unselfish 
courage and devotion which odiher- 
wisjd might Ihave: remained dormant 
and unsuspected. To some it! meant 
Dodily and ‘mental anguish umspeak- 
able. Some it has left wilh only a 
splandid mremory ito ‘alve Ii{tja place of 
ddar anes gone. Tilo som'e—and they 
are the most wretched of all—the war 
meanteither nothing at all or only a 
‘means of personal gain. 

(Looking ‘back at it now it is possible 
to find in the war something flar dit- 
ferent from an unrelieved disaster. If 
dt meant much iof suffering, it mlamt 
also much of achievement. [If there 
‘was in it much that was bad and ter- 
rible, there was also much ‘that was 
(ime pind spYandid. Never did the 
virtues of the British race from all 
‘pants (off the Empire shine oult so niot- 
ably in {the world. Never did it 
come through so flerce a trial to so 
‘domplete and jugt a victory. 

There is im a@ iittle Fremch village 
north of Paris a monument to the 
men of the place who died in the war 
af 1870-71. On thie base of the mionu- 
ment, bemealjtl (tthe ist! of names of tthe 
dead, there are just two words en- 
graved, “\Oublier Jamais’—‘Never ito 
HNorget.” No better phrase can sum 
up whalt should ‘be our altitude of 
mind to thd events which had itheir 
beginning ten years ago.

CANADA AND THE NEW AMERI- 
CAN IMMIGRATION ACT 


The new Immigraltion Act passediby 
the United Stalklg ds already can'sing 
donsiderable trouble to people wishing 
to go from (Canlada ‘to ithe States, land 
will have a permanent ieffect' on emi- 
gration ifrom ‘Calnada ‘mito the Stalties. 

The Ajct ddes mot affect persons 
born in Canada. They may still enter 
tig Stalfes with the intenition of set 
tling there, but apparently ithley must 
have consular visas amd pay a head 
tax. The Alat does affect persons not 
‘born in Canada, but who have come 
to Hvel im Camada from other doun- 
tries and! whe gow wish to leave 
Canada and go to the Stalttlés. Such 
persons will come under the new 
quota regulations laid down by the 
Act. Up til! 30th Junie, 1925, 34007 
persons born in Great Britain and 
Northern Treland mlay enter the Stalt- 
es. Of ithese 850 are allowed to come 
from, Canada alt ithe ratie of not more 
‘than 10' percent. er month. The total 
number for Canada is divided be- 
tween ‘the different provinces, so that 
from each province ionly @ very smiall 
number of persons born in Great Brit- 
ain or Northern Ireland can enter the 
States as permanent residents. ‘Per- 
song orn in dther - countries than 
Great Britain, Northern Ireland and 
now living in Canada have hardly: any 
chance of dolbering ‘the States ‘as 
permanent residenits. 

The effect of this is ithlat so far as 
concerns persons who ‘hiaive ‘come here 
from other countries, emigration to 
the Statles is more or less wholly 
stopped. We cannot regret tthis on 
tthe whole. We certainly do mot nant 
tto lose population tto the States any 
more than we can help, particularly 
not British immigrants to Canada. 
We shiould have been rather pleated 
than otherwise if the United States 
had prohibited immigration ‘of amy 
kind to their country from Canada. 
We should not have beer im the laast 
inclined tito feel offiended like tthe 
Japanese, made a fuss about it. On 
the contrary we should have merely 
said in effect to the States: “If you 
don’t wali Canadians as citizens, that 
fs your loss. Ylou would be all the 
better df good Camadian blood to put 
against the Italians, Portugese, and 
Southern Trish you have so much of.” 

A somewhat notable feature of the 
Adt is tthnt, while some 40,000 people 
from Great Britain and Northern: Tre- 
land may enter tthe States im each 
complete year, about 20,000 from 
Southern Ireland, known as the Irish 
Free State, are allowed in wnder ihe 
Act. The population of Great Britain 
and Northern trelarid is about 40 mil- 
tions. That of Southern Treland is 
only 3% millions. ‘The qouta allowed 
to Southlerm Ireland sdems tth'erdioro 
‘oud of all proportion to the popula- 
tion. Of course, thatis entirely a mat- 
ter for tthe United ‘States to decide 
It {gs all (the Detter for the British Em- 
pire and Canada that British people 
should ‘emigratie to lands within the 
British Dmpire, and that Southern 
Irish should go ‘to ithe States, who ‘are 
entirely welcome to them. The size 
of the Southern Irish quota is pre 
sumably a tribute to the political 
activity of Irish-Americans, especially 
alt a ltime when Ithe presidential elec- 
tlon is approaching. 

The Act further doas not seem to 
prevent persons entering ‘the States 
as temporary visitors or pleasure 
‘tourists, but it is difficult ito see how

WILD BUFFALO IN THE NORTH 


Until comparatively recently 
was though] thajt the sem#tamie ‘herd 


of buffalo in the Canadian Government | 


park at Wainwright was thie last sub- 
gtamtilal herd remaining alive out of 
all ‘tbl thousamds that once roamied 
over tthe North West. Humiters and 
prospedtors in thie far North, however, 
brought! reports of buffalo ‘being there 
in a wholly wild state, and (this.is now 
definitely esilablished to be ‘the case. 
The reports have niow been made pub- 
lic of thie officials from thie Depart- 
ment of the Imterior senit to imivesti- 
gate the matter, and from these re- 
ports it is clear that) there is a herd 
of betwedn 1500 and 2000 buffalo 
roaming in the area between the 
Peace and Slave Rivers and the Great 
Slave Lake. 

There is something distinctly 
romantic about this re-appearance of 
an animalsomuch associated with the 
early days of thjq North-West. It is 
like the return of some adventurous 
explorer from an unknown land alfter 
hie had been long given up for dead. 
Tt is entirely satisfaidtory that ithe 
‘Dominion Government has promptly 
taken steps ito protect and preserve 
these survivors of tthe lost legilons. 
An lareaj ‘of approximately 190,000 
square miles has ibeen set asidd im the 
north as @ national park, where the 
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' buffalo. may: roam 
safety so far as.man is concerned. It 
ia to be earnestly hoped that the 
nedessary steps will bea takien' to sde 
that the legah sanctuary: is kept as 
such in practice, and that neither In- 
dians ‘nor white hunters are allowed 
to molest the buffalo. The temptation 
ta popich will ibe considerable, both 
from {thy point of view of meat sup- 
plies and of go-qalled sport, and~con- 
stant vigilance will ‘be needed to 
keep it im ichieck. However,- it should 
be possible tio do so, and if t flair 
ahilzved, ‘hla herd should steadily’ in- 
‘creasie, re ; 

It is @ notable feature of tthe discov- 
ery of this herd that’ the physique of 
thle animals appears to have improved 
ws the result of tha years spent~in 
the North. Bullg are reported of a 
size wonsiderably larger tham any in 
museums. ‘Tihis may be due ‘to the 
abundance of food available for ‘the 
small herd in a@ vast arda, or it may 
be due to the fact that the rigorous 
climate of tthe far north weeds out 


it ‘the inferior animals and leaves only 


the finest and hardiest types. 

{mn any evdnt the discavery is of 
considerable importamce apart from 
its zoological ‘interest. "Under careful 
protection the herd may increase as 
that in captivity at Wainwright has 
done, and ionce the stock is firmly 
estalblishkid, and the rate of increase 
reliably asdertained, it may be pos 
sible (to ‘arramige for the killing of 
Strictly limited mumbers' annually, 
amd the sale of the meat on the 
market. The growth amd prosperity 
cof tha reindeer meat industry in 
Alaska mlay be ttaken as an indicaltion 
of the real value of such a trade. It 
would ‘have to ibe miost carefully regu- 
lated and ‘controlled, and probably it 
should remain lenfirely a Dominion 


Government monopoly, which might. 


in time become a quite valuable public 
asset. 

(At present the timber wolves seem 
tobe the chief enemy the buffalo have 
to fear, but the loss from thiis source 
is probably not very serious, and is 
likely to be a diminishing one as 
government protection of the buffalo 
becomes organized. 

Tn the meantime this “return of ‘tite 
native’ may ibe generally welcomed, 
and we may congratulate ourselves

‘Although some of our contemporar- 
ies who are inclined to yell blue ruin 
will no doubt say we are dwarfing 
damage and magnifying benefits so as 
to mislead the outside world, we say 
with confidence that despite the re- 
cent hail storms, prospects for a crop 
in the province are better than they 
were two weeks ago. Even in the 
Red Deer district, where the hail 
storm was at its worst, we ‘believe 
that! looking at the whole district, in- 
stead of at isolated. persons jn it, our 
statement will stand.- In the mak- 
ing of the statement we have the 
backing of some at least of the most 
prominent farmers in the district. 


In discussing the crop situation 
with various farmers two statements 
have been made several times. One 
was that summerfallow was at least 
fifty percent. ahead of other lands 
after the bad spell of drought. The 
other was that the farmer who was 
extensively in the dairying ‘business 
would not suffer from the hail storm 
to anything like the same extent as 
the farmer who was not. We had 
thought that both these facts were by 
this time common knowledge. But 
we are told that only a small per- 
centage of farmers ‘sumerfallow as 
extensively as they should, and that 
the number of farmers who put their 


dairy industry ahead of their grain’ 


growing could tbe counted on the fin- 
gers of both hands. We do not wish 
to appear to be giving advice to far- 
mers about their business that they 
must know better than we can hope 
to. But we pass on the information 
given us by farmers who have made, 
and are making, a success financially 
of farming. 


Of surpassing interest to all of our

ffact that the city this year had 
levied a tax of $458 upon the building 
they could not make any reduction. 

‘Tha Board then took up the advisa- 
bility of building, and it was suggest- 
ed that two rooms be ‘built on ‘to the 

{north-east end of the Central Public 
School. This ‘would have ‘been of 
solid brick and a permanent nature, 
heated from the existing plant, thus 
costing less for fuel than the same 
room in a separate building, and ads- 
ing a moderate amount to the salary 
of the janitor. The amount of insur- 
‘ance would be less, and bonds could 
have been spread over a period of 30 
years instead of 10 years on a frame 
building. 7 ad 

The estimated cost of ithis plan 
was $15,000, and the Board felt reluc- 
tant to ask the citizens’ consent to 
adopt it on thalt account. 

A further plan was to build two 
rooms on to the east side of the old or 
High School, put in a new steam plant 
to heat !tke old and new building, and 


j the necessary sanitary conveniences. 
In looking more closely: into the con- 
e dition of the old building which for 


years past hasbeen condemned as un- 
suitable for its present use, it was 
found tthata large amount of repairs 
would tbe necessary once it »was inter- 
fered with, new ceilings and plaster, 
and new floors, the estimated cost of 
which would tbe afbout $17,000. This 
plan was also- given up. 

The last plan considered was that 
of a frame building of two rooms to 
tbe ‘built on the north side of the 
school ground and midway between 
the High and Central School. The 
‘estimated cost originally was $4800; 
the next estimate was $5400, and fin- 
ally it was not to cost morg than 
$6000, and now 'the Board is’ asking 
you to sanction a loan of $7000. 

It is impossible to say what the 
exact amount will be until tenders 
are called for and gone into. Past 
experience has shown that as a rule 
a great many extras creep in before a 
building is complete. ‘More equip- 
ment in the shape of desks, black- 
boards, etc., may be required, but at 
the present time at the Parish Hall 
they are not required. Whether new

‘capital account is a moot 
in which there is considerable 
agreement. 

The proposed new school is a frame 
building on a concrete surface foun- 
dation, and {is to ‘be ‘built in two sac- 
‘dons so that in the event af its not 
being needed in the future, it can be 
sold as two separate items. A great 
deal has been made of this eventual 


salvage. The amount to ‘be realized 
from the sale of a building that does 
not readily lend itself to a suitable 
purpose may ibe very small, despite 
its original cost. 

Just sufficient excavation is to be 
done to furnish room for a hot-air fur- 
nace, coal storage, and sanitary con- 
venience for one sex, one of the faults 
of the Parish Hall (only girls to be 
accommodated on account of the con- 
veniences). In tbad weather, when 
the children cannot go out of doors, 
there is no basement as in other 
schools where during recess they can 
go for relaxation, which I am told is 
neozesary. 

T am at a loss to know how it can be 
ensured that there will always ‘be a 
majority of girls to fill these two 
rooms. At the present time in one 
room at the [Parish (Mall there are 24 
and in ‘the other 36, according to the 
register in grades 4, 5 and 6. It seems 
the idea of the new school is in the 
future to have 50 pupils in each room. 
fn a class of 40 pupils the percentage 
cf those who pass is not ‘high, espec- 
jally when 50 percent. of the ‘total 
marks ensures a pass, and if an ex: 
tra ten pupils is added, the standard 
of efficiency will be less than with 
the present number and the subjects to 
be studied. 

At ‘the City Council meeting on the 
13th ult. His Worship the Mayor stat- 
ed that the deputation from the 
School Board who waited upon him 
said that “by ibuilding the proposed 
new school it would save the tax- 
| payer $1600 per year, and the extra 
cost for janitor ‘would not amount to 
more than $5 per month.” IT ques- 
tioned the accuracy of those figures, 
and I append the following figures, 
which are official, in support of my

issue bonds. That may not amount 
to much ‘The consent of the public 
utilities chargés must also be added. 
Insurance upon the building, which 
is not paid by the Board on the ‘Parish 
Hall; cost of cleaning ‘tthe pbuilding 
at the end of each school term; neces- 
sary repairs to ibuilding. Cost of 
coal is an unknown quantity, as the 
capacity of the hot air furnace is 
10,000 cubic feet larger than any 
hitherto made or installed, and with 
the system of ventilation adopted to 
meet: the requirements, will call for 
the use of more coal. There is gener- 
ally a certain amount to tbe spent 
wpon the buildings in repairs each 
year. These items which we have 
‘not had to meet in a rented building 
have ‘ben omitted, thus making the 
annual estimated expenditure much 
less than it will be. 

The (by-law as passed by the City 
Council, at the request of the School 
Board, is for a loan_of $7,000.00, at 7 
‘percent. per annum, and that amount 
will have to be charged against the 
new building. ‘The usual course is to 
spread principal and interest in equal 
ayments over the term of years (in 
this case ten), and that will be about 
$1,000.00 each year. It appears to me, 
in comparing the figures given in 
your previous issue, that the yearly 
cost of the (Parish Hall to the tax- 
payer has (been made to appear as 
large as possible, whilst the propdsed 
new school has been made to appear 
as small as possible. 

The only advantage of the latter, 
and that may (be more visionary than 
real, is that we shall possess a school 
‘building that is only of a temporary 
character, and admitted does not meet 
the requirements of the education 
authorities as a mixed school, that 
will have depreciated in value from 
$7,000 to about $5,000 in ‘the ten 
years in which we shall be paying for 
it, and if of no further use to ws may 
have to be sold at a mere nominal 
figure as old lumber. 

It is common knowledge that the 
present High School has been ‘on- 
demned for years past as being quite 
unsuited flor its purpose. It is totally 
devoid of all sanitary convenience, 
being infinitely worse than is alleged 
against the (Parish Hall, the ventila- 
tion {s ‘bad at all times, lighting of 
the rooms is worse, and in winter 
during severe weather it is so difficult 
to heat that teaching cannot be car- 
ried on. 

In view of this condition how long 
will it tbe before we are forced'to build 
a new High School, say, of.six rooms, 
at an approximate cost of $35,000, 
that would meet our need for both 
classes of pupils. In that event we 
would have on our ‘hands a temporary 
building which need not have been 
built. I am strongly of opini6n that 
the efficiency in the High ‘School is 
not nearly so high as it might be, and 
that in a large measure is due to the 
building itself. As an example of 
this, the number of failures’ in 
physics and chemistry is larger than 
any other subject, due, not to the 
teacher, but to the almost total lack 
caf means off practical demonstration 
facilities that exists in all up-to-date 
schools. 

If in the near future a new WHigh 
School has to tbe built, it could be 
placed in such a position to the Cen- 
tral School that a new heating plant 
with modern improvements could be 
installed to serve both buildings and 
makes a saving in cost of fuel of from 
30 to 40 percent. 

The present heating plant in the 
Central School is a continual source 
af expense. One boiler this year cost 
in repairs $500, and we may have to 
spend $150 or $200 on another this 
coming year. 

There is every indication that mon- 
ey is becoming easier, and by waiting 
another year we may be able to bor- 
row at a cheaper rate than we can at 
the present time, and in that case 
there almost of necessity will be a 
reduction also in building cost. I am 
more concerned about the efficiency 
of the schools and the ultimate cost 
of education to the taxpayer, than 
whether we continue to rent the 
Parish Hall, find other room for the 
pupils there, or uild a temporary 
school. It is for the taxpayer to de- 
‘cide; we tan only give reasons for 
our attitude in the matter. 

No one 1 think will seriously aues- 
tion if the present system of educa- 
tion {s to continue, and the citizens de- 
sire to retain the High School, and 
the general taxpayer pay the cost of 
educating the pupils, that a new 
school will have to be built, why then 
should we spend $7,000 now, with the 
prospect befiore us in the near future 
of having to spend an = additional 
$35,000, thus adding a sum of $10,000 
to our indebtedness that need not 
have been incurred. . 

T am not advocating the ‘building 
of a High ‘School either this year or 
next, as I do not thimk the time is yet 
opportune for any ‘building. My only 
object is that citizens should know all 
the facts and have figures before them, 
so that they can come\to a decision 
either one way or theother and vote 
accordingly.

THE TRENCH SILO 


The increasing attention given to 
mixed farming, and consequently to 
the keeping of live stock, necessitating 
as it does a plentiful supply of fodder, 
has led to the trial and adoption of the 


trench silo as a substitute for above-!- 


‘cattle in nearby corrals. 


BERTA, 


ground and pit silo construction, The 
trench silo consists simply of an 
excavation in which the cut-up corn 
or. other: ensilage crop can be’ placed 
and consolidated. In a soil which when 
excavated can be made to hold .the 
season’s - water supply, it has been 
found comparatively easy. to provide 
these requirements' at a minimum 
of cost. 

The Superintendent of the Dominion 
Experimental Station at Swift Cur- 
rent, Saskatchewan, describes in his 
report for last year a trench silo hav- 
ing a capacity of 150 tons. The dimen- 
sions given are 80 feet long, 9 feet 
deep, and 14 feet wide. The excava- 
tion is so iocated and designed that 
the silage may be taken from it with 
a horse and stoneboat, and fed to 
Almost the 
entire work was done with teams and 
scrapers, hand work being required 
only to smooth down the sides, which 
are practically perpendicular. In the 
process of excavation, both ends were 
sloped so as ‘to allow the teams haul- 
ing the plows and _ scrapers to go in 
and out without difficulty. When the 
trench was nearly finished, one end 
was dug down almost straight, leaving 
the other as a sloping exit. By using 
a fourteen foot chain attached to the 
plow, and by turning-the plow on its 
side, or nearly so, it was found pos- 
sible to get the walls perpendicular 
with very little hand digging. <A cer- 
t.in amount of the excavated material 
was left to form a bank around all 
sides of the excavation, including that 
end used as a driveway, so that sur- 
face water would not flow in. The roof 
of cross poles, wire and straw was 
constructed so as to shed the water 
beyond the edge of the bank. The total 
cost of the excavation and roof was 
less than $100, and was made up of 
160 hours manual labor at 30¢ an hour; 
240 hours horse labor at 10¢ an hour, 
and wire and straw for the roof valued 
at $26. The observation is made by 
the Superintendent in his report that 
‘an upright silo of the same capacity 
would not only cost from five to sey. n 
times as muclkt for construction, but {s 
more expensive both to fill and to 
empty.

Hke 
thig leaves of a book to all students iof 
geology~ and: collectons of fossils,— 
down a river whose cenery amazes, 
and whosd. history is - unique, (but 
whose najtuitg discourages the’ intrus- 
fon of man. : 
We shall ‘have to conlfess , efore 
startdng-tihlalt: we thiavie ‘been ‘unable to 
procure, even from the oldest imhlalbi- 
tani of ‘the district, amy. helpful infor- 
miation-icondzrning the nature ‘of-.the 
stream. {We were quite frankly told 
it had never (been used for boating, 
being too swift in low walter, . amd, 
when im flood, it did not tencourage 
tourists to travel upon it. The only 
craft of any description which ‘had 
ever been sean on its waters fby any 
member of 'the party, had been built 
by the American (Mugeum Expedition 
several years before, down iby ‘the 
traffic bridge plier. And so, with 
nothing but a very poor map, as guide, 
a Yove of adventure, and a desire to 
hunt for dinosaurs in (the Bad Lands, 
‘wa ordered lumber, ‘built a punt 16 
feeb long by 4 feet wide, stuffed the 
cracks with oakum and tar, and, get- 
ting itcgether all necessary bedding 
end provisions, gathered one perfect 
morning on the shore to load our 
cargo aboard the Pirate Schooner. 
Interested friends, more or less 
anxious, ever doubting the wisdom of 
our ‘making thle trip, stood around 
offering good natured advice. 

The crew was compospd of Dr. and 
Mrs. Sanders, the first woman ever 
known to make the trip, Jim Sanders 
and Dennis Snell, ‘and ‘Millie, a terrier, 
who came perilously near causing 
mutiny mor than once during the 
mext few days. Finally, amid many 
good wishes and adieux, we were 
pushed off, aind' were delighted to 
find the craft standing up yell under 
its load. 

Our departure was sontawhat spec- 
tacular. A few feet from shore we be- 
came hopelessly stranded on a 
gravel ridge, and the cabin boy, fran- 
tically operating a pike pole twice 
his length, lost his, batanfce and shot 
overboard, returning to the schooner 
with amazing alacrity amid gasps 
from those on shore and roars of 
lauehiter from tthe crew. However, his 
efforts ‘had {turned thja trick;’the cur- 
rent had seized ithe icraft, and in two 
minutes, hardly missing the ‘central 
pier of the CNR, bridge, we passed 
out of sight of the friends ‘on ghore, 
and the great adventure was on. 

The ‘captain, sitting in the stern, 
operated a broad sweep instead of the 
usual rudder, no paddle being neces- 
sary the \first three days! out, tha cur- 
rent running so swiftly ‘we floated 
along without any effort on our part. 
Sunday «afternoon weencountered the 
firsh rough water, and we realized why 
two boys, who had attempted to run 
this rapid, hiad returned in a some- 
what moisit condition on foot to town. 
Hearing the deep roar and seeing 
white caps ahead, we alt sat tight 
and awaited, with feelings of mingled 
excitement and apprehension, the’ ap- 
proaching thrill. The capttain ‘had tak- 
en his paddle and was meeting each 
wave ‘head on. Tihe shore seemed 
Tumning back with dazzling swift 
ness. Presently a huge roller, follow- 
ed immediately by another, spilled 
gallons of walter into the boat, .and 
everything that wais loose was fioat- 
ing, ‘Above the roar came the order 
tO operate the pumps, and the crew 
im fately rescued the lard pails 
and baled frantically, and not uritil 
the cook heard the othr members of 
the crew laughing did she realize that 
she was working overtime, and that 
the danger was far behind, and that 
tha Pirate Schooner was serenely 
floating between steep wooded banks. 
The scenery at this point was' inspir- 
ing, and, as the curve we had just 
rounded was sharp, and the river was

then we heard a sound which sent 
the captain! dashing headlong ‘from 
the tent to resculé the provision “‘box- 
ex, Tap, tap, tap, sounded all over 
the canvas, and then the ‘heavens 
opened amd down’ came the deluge; 
and we had not even suspected that 
‘tha might sky held’ ‘a ‘single cloud. 
‘Our wickiup stood taut, and we drew 
closely together, drawing the blankets 
well in from the-sides, and all might 
have -been well iif the cabin boy hhad 
not dislodged the pole which kept 
the canvas off dur, heads and. shoul- 
ders, “A wet sheet and a flowing sea, 
and a wind that follows: fast?’ all hap- 
pened. next, as the dripping canvas 
sagged down upon our upturned faces, 
streams of waller running down our 
arms a9 we instinctively thrust it up. 
Then the cook complained that her 
feet were in a puddle, and the ox 
most, and altogether home sweet 
in, each time shaking himself vigor- 
ously whire tha sipray could ibe felt 
“terror” insisted upon dashing out and 
home seemed far away. However, ‘the 
captain, with barely room to swing his 
armb, an] nio room at alb to move his 
legs, miraculausly (brought order out 
of chaos; the mutiny was _ quelled, 
and, because so much happiness, ad- 
ventura and fresh air had been 
crowded into one day, sleep soon 
overpowetted our senses, 

The following ‘morning we ‘were 
awakened iby Billie’ barking, and 
soon ‘the ‘boys were calling loudly for 
pancakes, and, regardless of| the fact 
that ‘there was mot a dry stick in 
camp, they ‘had their hot cakes as 
quickly as the cook could flop them 
out. By eleven o’clock everything 
had ‘been dried and rolled in rubber 
shegfig, and,’ after spending some 
time reinforcing the prow of the boat 
with several 12 {'n'ch boards, to pre- 
vent the whitecaps from swamping us 
again, we took our places in the 
punt, and, cheered by a cloudless sky 
and @ warm, favorable wind, ‘were 
soon floating into another’ day of ad- 
venture. 

The scenery was magnificent as we 
drifted along, and about noon we 
went through what is known as_ the 
Canyon, getting a splendid view of 
tha Hog’s Back, a peculiar formation 
of cliff rising four hundred and ffour 
feel{ out of the water. Hour after 
hour we floated ‘between beautiful 
shores! and twooded or grain covered 
banks, passing Iater a bridge which 
is thirty miles by water, yet only six 
by road, from Red Deer, and that 
evening we mada camp in an oat 
field, using the sheaves for a hed. 

‘We had only been on the—water a 
short time the’ next morning - ‘before 
we realized from a warning roar 
‘ahead that we mere nearing rapids. 
Already the current had zripped our 
boat, and we were travelling like amr 
arrow. ‘Conscious that we were fat- 
ing a real danger, we sat with pad- 
dles ready to obey orders. As near 
as we would tell, the river was 
divided into three channels by two 
great ‘boulders, and we had to choose 
our course quickly and almost blindly. 
The one between the north shore and 
the first stone seemed ‘the widest, but, 
just as we felt were were going to 
tmafke it safely, an undercurrent 
caught) our boat, whipping it around 
with such incredible spéed we were 
thrown from our seats; and down be- 
‘tween the two great rocks, with water 
cascading over their tops in angry 
foam, shot the Pirate Schooner. This 
incident only occupied the fraction of 
a second, but contained about all the 
thrills we could stand for one day. 

The following day we saw many 
evidences of coal. In fact, there 
were a dozen different places where 
{ft had been mined along the shore, 
and we knew we were travelling 
through a region which at one time 
had been a wonderful tropical forest. 
Later in the afternoon we paddled be- 
tween perpendicular cliffs, four and 
five hundred feet ‘high, of brownish 
formation, the surface in many plaices 
showing prospecting holes. These 
were reached by means of great lad- 
ders let down from the top, and we 
had difficulty persuading the ‘boys 
that they did not want to stop and 
investigate these cliffs. However, a 
few miles, farther down the river, we 
baw two brick buildings) on the 
shore, from which a huge pipe wound 
{ts way up the hillside, and disap- 
peared into the ‘trees above. Lamd- 
ing, we Met two men who told us that 
there was a coal {field farther up, and 
we could walk to it without difficulty 
if we were interested. We followed a 
good walon road and came to a place 
where excavating had fbeen done. No 
men were at work, but our questions 
were courteously am'swered by a mem- 
ber of the company, who had sluiced 
down hills in Seattle City, and he was 
trying out th same system here. The 
experiment! seemd to ‘be proving suc- 
cessful, as a ‘heavy wein had been ex- 
posed, and later in the season it would 
be drilled for blasting, and made 
ready for shipping. This method of 
stripping hh's ‘many advantages over 
the ususl method of mining, as all 
work can ‘be done in daylight, thus 
lessening the danger of accidents. We 
explored several old tunnels, and all 
came away with a very thorough 
knowledge of ‘how coal is mined and 
made ready for the market. 

AS we proceeded that day, we real- 
ized that we were fast losing track of 
trees of any size, and the banks were 
changing in a ‘most interesting mian- 
ner. The river ‘was curving at short 
intervals, and imtricacies, wsi glorious- 
ly beautiful, as weirdly grotesque as 
only Nature can ‘build landscaps, 

opened to our vision at every turn, 
and gach hour found us drifting into a 
stramger region than our wildest im- 
aginatiiong ‘could have conceived. At 
times ‘tha Immense cliffs were to our 
right, them they would dissolve into a 
flat, and rise perpendicularly out of 
thle water to the left. Hawks and 
crows circled screaming overhead, 


and numbers of +dlue. heron and 
cranes flew before us, all complaining 
alb our intrusion into their domain. 
Marther down the river, where the 
current swept us in close to shore, we 
disturbed a mumber of ‘huge birds, 
which we thought might be wild tur- 
‘keys, or turkey buzzards. 

So intensely hot thad been ithe sun's 
rays, focused down wpon us from be- 
tween high cliffs, we were compelled 
to seek the shade frequently and 
rest. Suitable places for making 
camp were now tfew and far between 
Occasionally a narrow strip, covered 
with grass and bush, skirted a cliff, 
but, so shallow and.swift was ‘the 
water, landing was made impossible. 
One delightful spot of restful green 
and shade will always stand out 
clearly in our memories. No oasis 
in the desert, after a weary journey 
over (burning sands, could have given 
a traveller a more perfect sense of 
Paradise ‘than did the ping trees, 
snuggled on this narrow bench between 
towering heaps of debris, give us. 
Tt was far past noon when we discov- 
ered it, and, ‘hungry and almost ex- 
hausted from the intense heat, we 
found mew energy in the prospects of 
a real dinner, and several hours’ rest 
underneath tihe welcoming branches 
before us. Landing was made easy 
by an eddy, and upon reaching the 
flat we found evidence of other ex- 
plorers having enjoyed {ts hospitality, 
and it was no time before our frying- 
pan and coffee pail were sending up 
appetizing aromas from their fire 
plaice. Before leaving this charming 
spot the ‘party tenjoyed a refre.hing 
dip and several hours’ stretch-out un- 
der the pines. It was late afternoon 
when we again took our places in our 
faithful craft. The heat was) still 
oppressive, and conditions were not 
improved by a hot wind which _ re- 
tarded our progress. We paddled 
diligently for several hours, at last 
coming to a narrow ravine dividiaga 
cliff, and upon investigation decided 
we had better try and make camyp for 
the night, as it was the only available 
place we had seen since leaving the 
oasis. We found a shelf about twen- 
ty feet up ‘the bank, which we thought 
might accommodate our wickiup. Bil- 
lie was the |first to Jand, and was off 
like a shot, returning almost imme- 
diately with his nose full of porcu- 
pine quills. First aid was quidkly'ad- 
ministered, and, once again in ‘the 
lead, he went yapping ahead of the 
excited boys to where @ porcupine 
was peacefully sitting underneath 
some dead tbranches. The animal show- 
ed no signs of fear and submitted to a 
thorough examination, and the ‘boys 
were successiul in securing dozens of 
quills, which in their excitement they 
stored away in their pants pockets. 
Needless to say, before very long they 
preferred standing to sitting. 

We hauled our cargo up the side of 
the cliff, and, after starting a smudge 
to discourage the hordes of mos- 
quitoes which welcomed us, we gath- 
ered salge brush and dry moss, spread 
our blankets ‘and pegged down our 
wickiup. ‘We were protected on two 
sides by cliffs, but had to drag a dead 
log down the ravine and stake it to 
the outside ledge to keep ‘the outside 
sleeper from rolling into thie crevice 
below, and barricade the front of the 
wickiup with our provision boxes ‘to 
prevent ws all from sliding into the 
water during our unconsicious hours. 
Because of lack of space outside the 
canvas, we ate supper inside, and the 
night settled down, strange and death- 
ly still, and regardless of our pre 
carious surroundings, wie slept. 

Billie, with: recollections of 'the 
hunt the night before. left the tent 
at early dawn, breaking the silence 
with his frantic barking, and the re- 
marks of ‘the crew will mot ‘be chron- 
icled here, as they realized it was too 
early to get up, yet too late to go to 
sleep again. So the captain, with this 
usual tact, reached for a ‘hoard off a 
provision box, and, cheerfuly ‘wittling 
kindling, soon had a comfortable fire 
blazing in front of the wickiup, and a 
strip of baron and cup of steaming, 
fragrant coffee soon gave the crew the 
proper impetus to ‘begin the day. As 
wo looked upor our surroundings, we 
realized how the dusk of evening had 
concealied the extremely perilous posi- 
tion of our camp, and we were thank- 
ful that no member of our party wals 
missing. By the time we were pack- 
ed and ready to start, a mist which 
had softly veiled ‘the river canyon 
had given way before the sun’s rays. 
“It's @ rotten looking landscape,” sug- 
gested the captain. “It is,’’ acquiesc- 
ed the cook,—‘looks like Dantr’s In- 
ferno.” “Worse than that,’’ empha- 
sized the small boys. Almost imme- 
diately upon embarking we paddled 
through a narrow channel caused by 
a ‘blockade of thousands and thous 
ands of tons of earth, deposited when 
a cliff, which had been undermined by 
the water, had slid, almost damming 
the river. We were surprised later to 
see a flat) with grass and ‘trees; evi- 
dently a cliff had slid years before, 
and in time vegetation had again been 
asitablished. A snuall shack occupied 
this oasis, and we wondered how 
any human being could possibly jso- 
late himself in such a God-forsaken 
region. Many horses on the shore and 
in the water watched us with curios- 
ity as We paddled ‘by, and, farther 
down stream, a fine ‘animal lay dead 
wpon the shore, and little did we 
then realize the tragedy which  sur- 
rounded this horse's death. 

Leaving this bench tbehind, the riv- 
‘er again wound between walls ‘hun- 
dreds of feet high, and the desolation 
was depressing. We were floating 
quickly, gach busy with his own sober 
thoughts, when an exclamation from

of the cliff. A feeling of horror erip- 
ped us, as we realized that the object

could: not-have {magined a more deso- 
late region than’ the one we were now 


-| passing through, and the corpse “we 


were swiftly leaving behind seemed 
It. was. fm- 
possible to. land. immediately. on. ‘ac- 
count. of the swift current, and. we 
made the cliff. -with . difficulty. .The 
captain, taking his pike pole, and ac- 
‘companied iby one. of the boys, went 
back along ithe: ledge, while those: re- 
maining; behind ‘climbed. higher: up 
the cliff to.a point. ofvantage. We 
could see the .resouing party making 
strenuous efforts to pull the ‘body out 
of the water. ‘There was noshore ,and 
at least ‘half a.dozen- attempts were 
made to lift it to the narrow ledge, 
but each time’ it slid back... At one 
time -the captain slipped just as the 
body, rolled away, and we all gasped 
as we saw his effort to save himself. 
Dventually, the body was dragged on- 
to the ledge. and made fast,-and then 
‘the “doctor realized: why ‘he’ had’ bad 
such. difficulty. ~It-was the body of a 
big man dressed in a:leather shirt and 
heavy leather chaps and spurs, ‘but 
nothing. was ‘found on his person to 
identify ‘him. .dIn looking. for: a. land- 
mark. to assist. the. - authorities . at 
‘Drumheller to locate the unfortunate 
man, we discovered, on a bench 
around ‘the next bend, a house; so we 
pulled into shore and went up. An. 
old man. sat whittling a stick on the 
step. of-aibunk house, and, when ask- 
ed who lived there, replied, “Wall, the 
man who was drowned last week used 
to ‘live here,” and then we learned 
that we thad found the body of John 
Ross, who ‘had been drowned when 
this horse had stumbled crossing the 
river several milés up. Later, the 
body of the horse had been carried 
into shore, and one of the sons, find- 
ing it, had removed the saddle; but 
the body of the rider had been car- 
ried down to within half a mile of the 
place where he had tived for thirty 
years. The man’s sons had driven 
pi.es into the river-bottom and had 
strung nets across, hoping to catch 
the body if the current should bring 
it down, and, after we had advised 
them where their father lay, one of the 
posts had to be removed and the net 
let down before we could proceed.. We 
felt very sad as we left the boys 
Standing on the shore, and nealizel 
more than ever how dangerous a 
river we had chosen to amuse our- 
sélves with. 

For a couple of days we had sus- 
pected from the geography of our 
surroundings that we had entered the 
Bad Lands. An idea had been preva- 
lent’ in our minds before starting on 
the trip that through this region we 
would encounter marsh and swamp, 
@ sort of Limberlost, but we - ware 
wrong. Great cliffs in places rose 
four and dive hundred feet out of the 
water, cliffs bara of all vegetation 
with the exception of clumps of sage 
brush, moss and cactus. The cover- 
ing of the cliffs looked like gray stuc- 
co, different formation of rock show- 
ing through in wide and narrow 
strata. In many places great forma- 
tions like giant beshives, tremendous 
cones and pyramids, as symmetrical 
in construction as though an architect 
had designed and built them, rose out 
‘of the chaos. There were wncount- 
able numbers of ‘these formations, 
some immeasurable, others small, and 
in many instances, particularly on the 
smaller cones, locks of sandstone 
were balanced. What an unearthly 
region were were in! It was all in- 
describable. ‘’Twas as though the 
Earth had gaped too far and her 
stony jaws were fixed,” a drear, 
nightmare land. It looked (burned out, 
an abandoned hell, where every con- 
volution of nature had exhausted its 
energies and left the brooding spirit 
of an unthinkable past pervading it; 
and yet, in its massive unrealness and 
primitive solitude, it was frantically 
appealing, and grotesquely ‘beautiful. 

Into the heart of this strange reg- 
ion the old pirate schooner bore ws. 
For four days we drifted down a river 
whose waters had eaten their way 
downward and onward for centuries 
and centuries disclosing to the eye of 
man petrified remains of monsters 
whose proportions have since stag- 
gered science. 

That ‘evening, after rounding ‘a 
bend, we moticed a ferry plying be- 
tween the shores im the distance. Af- 
ter our gruesome find of the early 
morning, it might have ‘been the dread 
boatman of the river Styx. However, 
it proved ‘to be the first government 
ferry, and we drew in tto shore, hop- 
ing to replenish certain supplies. We 
were successful in obtaining bread 
fresh from the oven, and butter. 
Night was coming down and we hur- 
ried off, but as our boat swung into 
the current a man’s voice called: “Hi, 
there, where are yow folks from?” 
We shouted back ‘Red Deer.” He 
called, “Good Night!! Some trip!! 
Two bone diggers from there spent 
weeks here last summer—took out 
nine tons of old animal bones.” Nine 
tons of animal bones—dinosaurs!! 
Paddles became motionless. We sat 
spellbound. Foremost in our minds 
ever since entering the Bad Lands had 
Geen thioughts of these crea'ttures. We 
had scrutinized every formation for 
evidences of a ibone, and here we were 
sitting in their very graveyard and 
had not known it.’ The skipper, usu- 
ally dignified, jumped up and waved 
his long sweep wildly in the air in an 
effort to detain the man on shiore, for 
fear he would dissolve into the land- 
scape and leave us wondering. Our 
boathad drifted on a quickening cur- 
rent, which always warned us of 
rough water ahead, and we could not 
go back, (but aarogs the widening 
space came an invitation to return 
when we could and visit what proved 
latter to be one of the most interesting 
natural history museums it has ever 
been our good fortune to rummage 
through. After we had made several 
unsuccessful attempts to land, the 
cabin boy, fearing tto lose track of the 
dinosaurs, generously jumped  over- 


\board and: towed ithe craft alongside 
a large stone, where we made fast and 
proceeded ‘with great alacrity. to land 
the: cargo. This. was accomplished 
with record’ speed, and after’ camip 
had ‘been recklessly thrown together, 
and rations of fresh bread and: jam 
distributed, the crew hurried. back to 
the little homestead which looked ‘so 
strangely out of place in its weird 
setting... Our friend, who was expect- 
ing us, conducted us over a mud flat, 
an’ extensive.tract of - arid. waste, 
‘where only) sage ‘brush, . moss and 
prickly. cactus thrived. Our attentior 
was here drawn. from the scenery to 
the first mate; who .was progressing 
with, a decidedly Hackney action. 
Realizing hie was in the spotlight, he 
explained that ‘“‘tha darned under- 
growth Jooked mighty - like © rattle- 
snakes,”* aw, remark which sent the 
cook into hysterics. 

‘Before us, out of the plain, rose a 
cliff, naked and forbidding, and in the 
foreground, like giant sentinels. out: 
lined against the evening sky, towered 
forms, indescribably grotesque, fitting 
monuments to a pre-historic past. 
Upon reaching a point where we 
began to ascend; we noticed that the 
stones which lay scattered about had 
the appearance of, and felt like, solid 
iron. Later we found great oblong 
blocks of the same rock formation, 
cut as though for masonry, We con- 
tinued climbing, sometimes on all 
fours, dodging fearful ‘holes, which 
looked as though molten bubbles had 
burst, until we wene up among. the 
Smaller mounds, and: {t was here our 
guide halted and, pointing to a great 
excavation in the side of the~ cliff, 
proudly exclaimed, “That’s where 
they: took out the big one.” “It was 
a mad scramble to reach the hole, 
‘amd, although there was nothing more 
to see than heaps of debris, our imag- 
fnaltions ran riot, and while the sun- 
set filled the canyon with a light, sul 
phur, pale, we stood in the grave ofa 
dinosaur and were transported ~back 
millions of years. Great lakes and 
monstrous! swamps, fed by the ocean, 
surrounded us; giant trees and rank 
tropical grasses. provided nourish- 
ment for icreatures whose petrified re- 
mains alone testify to their frightful 
proportions. 

Sliding down the fare of the cliff, 
‘we dropped on to a mound, and, after 
but a few minutes’ search, located a 
peculiar object protruding from the 
side, amd, after carefully removing 
the earth, disclosed a tremendous 
femur. It! was about the color of ma- 
hogany, and quite highly polished, 
and seemingly intact, but, as soon as 
pressure was applied to remove it, it 
crumbled into dozens of pieces; and 
having no means of transporting it to 
camp, we were compelled to leave 
most of it where it had lain for at 
least seven million years. We also 
brought away samiples of bones of 
smaller animals, which had been re- 
leased when cliffs slid, and they were 
there in great numbers. At one time 
saientists were obliged to reconstruct 
skeletons of some of these dinosaurs 
from & few bones discovered. In ‘the 
light of recent discoveries, some of 
these reconstructions have. proved 
erroneous; now, with the discovery of 
complete skeletons, showing the au- 
tual size and formation of the skull, 
teeth, limbs and body, not only a 
perfect picture can be drawn, but an 
accurate estimate of their lives and 
habits may be formed. 

‘So interested had we been bending 
over our work, we were unprepared 
for the transformation which the sun- 
set had wrought.

In the sunlight the 
great cliffs of the river canyon had 
appeared merciless in their naked 
immensity; now we gazed in bewil- 
derment upon mural decorations, 
painted by the brush of Nature in 
sunset colors.

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draped the deepening blue, and, over 
solved mists of violet'and rose, Deep 
purple’ shadows. made deeper the 
spaces’ ‘between formations © which 
might have been Egyptian. pyramids 
‘ or tuined cathedrals. Like a thread ‘of 
topaz wound. the river several ‘hun: 
dred feet below, a pulsing heart ina’. 
glorified solitude.’ Silently, as’ we - 
watched, the. pastel shades. faded 
from the blue, leaving ws enveloped in: 
a haunting grayness: Somewhere 
overhead. a lone coyote howled’ dis- 
mally... Faint ‘echoes, responded from 
broken cliffs, and, shuddering, we 
hurried ‘from the desecrated - grave- 
yard, made our -way. down the side of 
the mound, over. the. mud’ flat, ‘back 
to-camp. st ; 

It was a great. temptation. upon 
viewing our. fifty’ pounds ‘of ‘treasure : 
the following. morning, to remain and 
continue our explorations, but, realize. 
ing. that we had many. miles yet’ tto 
paddle, we pushed (on, ‘never « losing 
{interest in’ our.’ wonderful- surround- 
ings, even though: our. muscles were 
tired and. we were: painfully sunpburn- 
ed. “Our wickiup blew. down ‘that 
night, and ,we all’ slept with the can- 
vas spread over 1s like a sheet, and - 
coyotes howling all around. “The fob 
lowing morning. we : were ‘delighted 
when a fisherman assured us tthat we 
were within sixteen miles. of Drums 
heller. The hills were again showing 
signs of vegetaftion, and Jater {n ‘the 
day we passed the old camp’ of ‘the 
American. Museum Expedition, their 
boat having been drawn up and placed 
under the trees. ? i 

About noon our: hopes of reaching 
our destination that day were shat- 
ttered, when we asked at the ferry 
how - far it ‘was to Drumheller: 
“Twenty-six miles,” came the answer, 
and it was well for the fisherman who 
had been so encouraging in the early 
morning that no member of the party 
could reach him.. Twenty-six miles 
more meant another night in ‘ramp, 
and the captain, fearing another mut: 
Liny, bought @ fine chicken at the next 
farm house, and, with prospects of 
such a treat, the crew gladly submit- 
ted Ito the inevitable. n° 

The following morning about eleven 
o'clock we passed the Monarch coal 
mine, and ‘half an hour later we tied 
up to the pier at Drumheller. ‘We 
came—we—saw—we conquered,” 
thusiastically shouted Jim, shedding 
his overalls. “Yes, we have no (ba- 
nanas,—bult here are the dinosaur 
bones,” cheerfully sang Den, deposit. 
ing the precious bag on shore. When 
the cargo had been removed, with 
many regrets we handed the faithful 
old pirate schooner over to a number 
of boys who had been swimming, 
much to their delight, and, realizing 
that the long ‘looked-for trip was at 
an end, and that it had far exceeded 
in pleasure and adventure any former 
holiday excursion, we went up to find 
out what had happened in_the world 
during our absence. Red ‘Deer had 
been anxiously asking Drumheller for 
news of the party ffor several days, 
and we ‘were glad to phone that all 
was well, and that we would return 
by motor Sunday evening, to Red
